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IMie es civilization is based upon the Bible. 
An eminent French authority, well known 
among us, has truly said that England is still the 
England of the Bible; the country that at the time of 
the Reformation produced three hundred and twenty- 
six editions of the Scriptures in less than a century, 
and whose religious literature is so abundant that 
twenty-eight volumes of the British Museum cata- 
logue treat of the English word Bible. But this is 
not all the truth. Without exception, all the govern- 
ments in four of the six continents of the globe—in 
Europe, North and South America, and Australia— 
recognize, more or less openly in a greater or less 
— degree, the fundamental value of the Scriptures. The 
Hebrews cling to the ancient text of the Old Testa- 
ment; the Catholics adhere to the Latin Vulgate; the es 
Russians have their translations; the Protestant Ger- ae tcoe 
amans, from Luther’s day, have cherished the open “a 
- Bible; English-speaking people revere the version of 
_ King James—yet it is “the Bible” just the same.

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Notes and Comments 


HE special attention of all our friends 
and supporters is called to the following 
notice: 

NOTICE. — About January 1, 1909, the 
Society will issue a new and revised Price- 
List, which will contain many additional 
books in foreign languages, in order that we 
may be in a position to supply with reason- 
able promptness the large foreign population 
of this country with Scriptures in their own 
languages. 

The numbering in the present Price-List 
has become so complicated and unsatisfactory 
that it has been decided to make a change. 
In the new list the Scriptures under each lan- 
guage will be grouped separately as before, 
but the numbering will in each case begin 
anew. As for example: Hungarian No.1; 
French No. 1, etc.; so that when ordering he 
language must be given as well as the number. 

Owing to the increase in cost of labor and 
some materials, the prices of some of the 
books will be raised slightly, but many of the 
cheaper ones will remain the same. A dis- 
count of ten per cent will be allowed to Aux- 
iliary Bible Societies and dealers in books, as 
heretofore, and also to anyone purchasing to 
the amount of $25 at one time. On some of 
the books in foreign languages, but only on 
those in cheaper bindings, it has been decided 
to allow for the present a discount of thirty 
per cent when they are to be used tor missionary 
purposes. 


Few persons have any idea of the labor and 
pains involved in making up our price-list. 
There are questions of no small difficulty and 
delicacy which must be settled before the 
work can be begun, and when once begun the 
governing principles which find expression in 
it must be carried through consistently to the 
end. 

It is desirable that all purchasers of Bibles 
should be careful in ordering from the cata- 


logue, which is now numbered and arranged 
somewhat differently, and we call attention to 
the italicized words in the notice. The Scrip- 
tures in foreign languages are numbered on 
a new principle, and it may take some time 
for our customers to get used to this change. 
All these matters of detail are essential to the 
effective management of this business. 

The Bible Society is conducted on business 
principles, yet this statement, true as it is, 
often misleads. It cannot be too often re- 
peated that its business is not to make a 
money profit; it aims not to make it, and suc- 
ceeds in not making it. This puts the Bible 
Society into a category wholly different from 
‘“‘business concerns’’ or “ business houses.” 
The suggestion, in the ordinary sense which 
these names, carelessly applied, often make 
upon the average reader, is that, like all other 
business houses, the Society ‘makes money.” 
The Bible Society is not organized for that 
purpose. It is wholly and exclusively a be- 
nevolent organization. It sells its books not 
for money profit, but only for the moral and 
spiritual profit of those who receive them, 
and especially for the benefit of those who 
would not be likely otherwise to receive God’s 
Word. ‘This price-list, therefore, though con- 
structed as we believe on sound financial and 
business principles, in the best sense of the 
word, must be read quite differently from the 
price-list of all other organizations, however 
honorable they may be, who aim to make a 
profit from selling books, whether Bibles or 
other books.

Our attention has been called to an unfor- 
tunate mistake in the Annual Report of the 
American Bible Society by which the circula- 
tion of Scriptures by the New York Bible So- 
ciety in 1907 was stated as 23,500 volumes. 
These figures were taken from the paragraph 
in the report of the Society which relates to 
distribution through all agencies zz New York 
City proper. The true total of distribution by 
the New York Bible Society in the year 1907 
was 82,656 volumes. 
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Tur eyes of the world are turned again 

with eager interest to China and especially to 
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Peking. The Emperor of China is dead, and 
his brilliant and famous aunt, the Dowager 
Empress Tsi An, who was the real ruler of 
the Middle Kingdom, has yielded her scepter 
to the King of Terrors. 

For years men have held their breath at 
what might happen when she died. Would 
the Manchu Dynasty come to an end with the 
death of this remarkable woman? 

This consequence has been often predicted, 
and her death dreaded as the signal for revo- 
lution and possibly civil war. Thus far there 
are no signs of it, but on the contrary, Prince 
Chun has at once assumed the responsibilities 
of Regent and is for the time being the acting 
Emperor during the minority of his infant son, 
Pu-Yi, who has been made Emperor. 

Our readers will look, therefore, with in- 
terest on the excellent likeness of Prince Chun 
on the cover page, but perhaps with as keen 
interest on the features of the great Viceroy 
of the Chili province, Yuan Shih-Kai (on page 
188), who is usually thought of, by foreigners 
at least, as the virtual Prime Minister of the 
empire, a man of the first order of ability, in- 
telligence, and courage. 


WE are glad to put into the hands of our 
readers some account of the Dowager Em- 
press written by the Rev. Walter S. Elliott, 
who was our Superintendent in North China 
for some time, and prior to that was a mis- 
sionary in that region. He has had some ex- 
ceptional opportunities to learn at first hand 
something of the significance of the events 
which are now transpiring, and certainly can 
lay claim to a unique distinction in having 
purchased and used for missionary purposes 
the “‘ Travel Palace’’ occupied by the famous 
. Dowager Empress. 

The bearing of these events on Bible work 
and on mission work in general hardly needs 
to be stated. The change of rulers and, still 
more, a possible change of dynasty, may at 
any time create conditions affecting all mis- 
sionaries for weal or woe. It is announced 
in the newspaper telegrams that the policy 
of the new administration is to be a reform 
policy. God grant it may be so! A door 
great and effectual has already been opened 
into China for the Bible. Now this promises 
to open still more widely. Who is sufficient 
for these new things ? 


WE are sorry to announce the resignation 
of the Rev. Pedro Rioseco, our Agent in 
Cuba. The Society regrets very much the 
necessity for this change, but is fortunate 
in having secured, almost immediately and 
by a strange providence, the Rev. W. F. Jor- 
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dan, a minister of the Christian Church, who 
has returned to Havana with Mr. Rioseco, the 
latter remaining there only for a short time to 
make his personal arrangements. 

Mr. Jordan is given charge of the Cuban 
Agency for six months. e was for several 
years an officer of the Salvation Army in 
India, where he rendered excellent service, 
and since that he has been instructor in Latin, 
Psychology, and other studies in the Mission- 
ary Training Institute in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
where Mrs. Jordan has been a student in 
preparation for the mission field. It has been 
Mr. Jordan’s desire to return to India as a 
missionary. He is, however, prepared for his 
service in Cuba by many years of successful 
business experience in his native country, 
Canada, and in this country also, so that the 
friends of the Society may feel that we have 
secured in him a very efficient agent for the 
time being. Returning as he has to the 
field with Mr. Rioseco, who expects to take 
up work in the United States, Mr. Jordan 
can at once take hold of the work, and has 
begun it by a visit to a missionary conven- 
tion which was held in Santa Clara, where he 
was pleasantly introduced to a large number 
of the brethren.

From the first three of these sources, as 
will be seen, there is an increase for the 
month of October. Gifts from individuals, 
however, have fallen off so much that the 
total for October is less than for October, 
1907, by $1,265.97. For the whole period 
from April Ist to October 31st the decrease, 
as against last year’s receipts, is $17,799.47. 
For this period the gifts from auxiliaries are 
nearly as large this year, and church collec- 
tions are larger, while legacy receipts have 
fallen off $6,734.15, and gifts from individuals 
$12,926.82. No doubt the latter decrease is 
due to the effort individuals make, or are in- 
tending to make, to contribute to the Endow- 
ment Fund. We trust, however, that our 
supporters will realize the necessity we are 
under to keep our current expenses well pro- 
vided for.

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The Late Emperor and Empress Dowager of China 
By Rev. Walter S. Elliott 


it death of Tsi An, for forty-seven 
years Dowager Empress of China, marks 
the close of a remarkable career. She will be 
remembered by many only on account of the 
greatest mistake of her long reign—when she 
sanctioned, encouraged,and aided the ‘Boxers’’ 
in their war against foreigners. This might 
be called a political blunder, however, rather 
than a moral one. Had the aggressions of 
foreign nations which occurred on China’s ter- 
ritory during the five 
years immediately 
preceding the Boxer 
outbreak occurred in 
any other land, they 
would have been con- 
sidered sufficient 
cause for a popular 
uprising, and the men 
who rushed to arms 
would have been 
hailed as patriots. 
Morally the Empress 
had a right to encour- 
age the Boxers, but 
she did it in a mis- 
taken way. She was 
largely ignorant of, 
and had a spirit of 
repugnance toward, 
the requirements of 
international law, and 
she had a supersti- 
tious belief in the 
supernatural attain- 
ments of the Boxers, 
whom she had seen 
perform. She be- 
lieved them to be 
invulnerable to Euro- 
pean bullets, and be- 
ing an opportunist, 
she seized upon what 
she thought was the 
psychological mo- 
ment afforded by heaven for driving the hated 
foreigners out of China. She was quick to 
retrieve her mistake, however, and during 
the last six years of her reign she decreed 
more sweeping reforms in her empire than 
have ever been decreed in any other nation 
in half a century. 

I saw the great Empress on the occasion of 
her return to Peking after her long flight in 
1902. It was at Paotingfu, when she boarded 
the train on the last day of her exile. Peking

and North China being in the hands of foreign 
troops, foreigners were allowed to go where 
they would without hindrance. I walked up 
to within twenty feet of the Empress Dow- 
ager’s gilded car, which was filled with court 
ladies, and got a good view of her as she stood 
at the car window. She was interested in 
foreigners in those days, and she stared at me 
for some minutes. She looked to me like a 
wise, kind old grandmother. She was nearly 
seventy then, but I 
would have taken her 
| for sixty. 
A short time later 
I was looking for a 
house to use as a mis- 
sion station in one of 
the interior cities 
where the Empress 
had stopped in her 
journey, and I was 
surprised to have 
offered to me the 
very travel palace in 
which the great 
woman had slept. 
Usually all houses 
once occupied by an 
imperial personage 
are sealed up and left 
to decay, for no Chi- 
nese may ever live in 
one of them after- 
ward. ‘They are gen- 
erally built new for 
the occasion when- 
ever the royal ruler 
makes a tour in Chi- 
na; but in this case, 
being in haste, the 
imperial escort took 
possession of the 
home of a rich man. 
It was already a very 
good house, and it 
was renovated and refurnished at an expense 
of several thousand dollars. 

After the Empress had come and gone the 
poor rich man was left with an expensive 
house upon his hands, in which neither he nor 
any other Chinese could ever live. So he was 
glad to sell it to me for 1,900 strings of cash. 
As a string of cash at that time was worth 
twenty-seven cents, the mission got an im- 
perial palace for the modest sum of $513. 

It is interesting to know the sort of bed 
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upon which the roy- 
al exile rested her 
weary bones. It 
was a brick plat- 
form, built new for 
the Empress. Un- 
der it a small cavi- 
ty was left, open- 
ing through the 
house wall into the 
outer air, and in 
this hole somebody 
outdoors kept a 
fire of cornstalks 
burning all night 
to keep her im- 
perial highness 
warm. Even for 
an Empress’s habi- 
tation no stove or 
bathtub was put 
into the house. 
This travel pal- 
ace was built in the 
customary Chinese 
style. The build- 
ings were of brick, 
tile roofed, and had 
the whole front 
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made of wooden lattice, curiously designed 
and covered with rice paper. The houses, 
which were all high, had only brick floors. 
They were built around a succession of four 
open brick-paved courts, and,gorgeously deco- 
rated in red, green, blue, and gold. The 
Chinese characters for happiness and long life 
were prominently displayed. The main en- 
trance, which was guarded by six large red 
lacquered double doors, would admit three 
teams abreast, and facing this entrance was a 
high screen wall on which was painted a huge 
dragon. 

The first building, a large guest hall for re- 
ceptions, is shown in the picture. Beyond 
this, past two courts and another large hall, 
called the “‘hall of crossing,’’ came the beau- 
tiful main building, which was occupied by 
her Royal Highness the Empress Dowager. 
The kitchen, where chefs prepared food for 
the imperial party, was as dark as a cave. 
There was only one paper-covered window in 
the end of a long narrow room, on one side 
of which was a line of stoves, or brick plat- 
forms. Squares of cast iron, with round holes 
in the center as large as teacups, were fitted 
into the surface: of the platform, beneath 
which were fire boxes. All the flame, smoke, 
and gas of the coal came up through the little 
holes into the room in which the cooks were 
working. There was not a chimney in any

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of the sixty rooms in the palace, nor was there 
anywhere a sign of those modern conveniences 
with which the homes of even the poor in New 
York City are equipped. 

After her year and a half of exile she seemed 
glad to take advantage of modern things, and 
during the last six years of her life she sur- 
rounded herself with many luxuries from for- 
eign lands. 

From the standpoint of the Bible Society 
she will be remembered as the ruler to whom, 
on her sixtieth birthday, November 7, 1894, 
10,900 native Christian women of China 
(through the American and British Ambassa- 
dors), presented an edition de luxe of the 
New Testament in the Chinese classical lan- 
guage. This had been elaborately prepared 
jointly by the American and British and For- 
eign Bible Societies at a cost of $1,200, all of 
which was contributed by these native Chris- 
tian women. Shortly after this presentation 
the Emperor sent Li, a palace eunuch, to 
the American Bible Society’s bookstore in 
Peking to procure a cheaper copy. What 
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followed was told in the REcorD of January, 
1895; 

‘““At half past twelve he returned to the 
bookstore with the New Testament, the leaves 
of which were, many of them, turned up. He 
said that the Emperor had looked it through, 
and had picked out a number of imperfections 
in the printing. It was quickly changed for 
a perfect copy, which the eunuch took pos- 
session of. While he and Wang were talking 
about it, another eunuch hurried into the store 
and called out: ‘Get one with large charac- 
ters.’ Not having the whole Testament in 
large type, the copy just selected was taken. 

“That the eunuch came directly from the 
Emperor is undoubtedly true, and I think he 
learned the names ‘Old’ and ‘New Testa- 
ment’ from the introduction to the imperial 
present.” 

It is hoped that both the Empress Dow- 
ager and the Emperor saw therein that which 
would prepare them to be (as the Chinese so 
beautifully express the death of their rulers) 
‘“‘ ouests on high.” 


Death of Dr. Calvin W. Mateer 


HE death of the Emperor and Empress 
Dowager is an event of international 
significance. But China and the world have 
lost another personage of high importance, a 
prince and great man in the Church of China. 
Dr. Calvin W. Mateer is dead. Words are in- 
adequate to describe the greatness of this loss 
not only to Presbyterian missionaries, but to 
the whole missionary body. He has been 
associated so closely with this Society, espe- 
cially in translation work (though not only in 
that), that Dr. Hykes’s letter, which follows, 
will be read with keen interest and deep re- 
gret by all who know the situation in China: 
You will doubtless have heard by cable of 
the death, at Tsingtau on the 28th of Septem- 
ber, of the veteran missionary, the Rev. C. 
W. Mateer, D.D. He had spent the whole 
summer at Chefoo with the Mandarin Revision 


Committee, and remained after it adjourned 
to finish some work he had in hand. He was, 


as you know, an untiring worker. He was 


ill and was taken to the hospital at Tsingtau, 


where he succumbed to his malady, dysentery. - 


A truly great man has been taken from us; 
a giant oak has fallen in the forest. He was 
a successful evangelist, an eminent educator, 
and a great sinologue and translator. It is 
safe to say that he had few equals and no 


superiors in all lines of missionary work. He 
had without doubt the most thorough knowl- 
edge of the Mandarin language of any man in 
China. When he arrived in Shangtung he said 
he was going to master the language, and he 
did. His book of Mandarin Lessons is the best 
text-book we have, and it is generally used 
by missionaries and others. His series of text- 
books, particularly his mathematical series, is 
used all over the empire. They have been 
repeatedly pirated by Chinese publishers. 
Graduates from his college at Tengchow are 
in positions of trust and influence all over 
China, and not a few are successful preachers 
of the gospel. Mr. Lien, who was Bishop. 
Schereschewsky’s invaluable helper in his 
translation work, is a graduate of this institu- 
tion who was recommended to us by Dr. Mateer. 

He was the leading spirit in the work of 
Bible revision which was undertaken by the 
Missionary Conference of 1890, and continued 
by the recent Centenary Conference. He was 
a member of the executive committee for the 
Mandarin revision, and was one of the trans- 
lators. It was his ambition to see this work 
completed, and when he found he could not 
recover he expressed regret that he should 
not live to finish the Psalms. It will be diffi- 
cult to find a man to take his place on the re- 
vision committee. No man can take his 
place, but we shall do the best we can. He 
did a noble work, and he will be missed. 
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Dr. Hiram Bingham and his Life Work 


HE following address was made by Dr. 

William I. Haven, at the memorial serv- 
ice to Dr. Hiram Bingham, held in Plymouth 
Church, Brooklyn, November 1, 1908. 


For ten years it has been my privilege to 
have frequent correspondence with Dr. Bing- 
ham. And itis a privilege, though a sad one, 
to come to-day and lay a tribute upon his 
grave. His life has been portrayed to you in 
large; it is only committed to me to speak a 
little in detail of one feature of that wonder- 
ful life, but perhaps that feature is in some 
ways the most significant detail of all. Many 
men have reduced a barbarous language to 
form and shaped the vocabulary and the gram- 
mar; many men have translated the New 
Testament or the Old Testament into a strange 
and foreign tongue; many men have revised 
and gone over that translation, and many men 
have seen the circulation of large numbers of 
the book they have translated; but I think 
in the annals of Protestant missions it has not 
been given before to one man to combine all 
these functions in his own lifetime, and to be 
a translator of the whole Bible into a tongue 
which he himself has put into form and of 
which he prepared the grammars and diction- 
aries, and to go over and over that transla- 
tion until he had perfected eight editions of 
it, and to see it circulated by the tens of 
thousands among the people whose language 
he first knew when it had no written form or 
shape. 

It is an extraordinary story, this story of a 
heroic and unusual life. He first caught sight 
of the little island home from the mast of a 
ship in 1857, as the vessel on which he and 
his wife and one of the natives was nearing 
the island, just below the equator and five 
thousand miles from San Francisco. He 

caught a glimpse of the palm trees and the 
fringe of foliage, then the ship swung around 
into the lagoon, and the chief of the island 
came down to welcome him, and waved his 
hand toward a spot where next day they set 
up the little house, the timbers of which they 
had brought on the ship with them—the little 
house, 16x24, which was to become the J eru- 
salem Chamber of the Gilbert Islands, the 
home of the translation and revision of the 
Scriptures of these people. He lived thirty- 
five years before the translation was com- 
pleted. 

After about a year he felt the message of 
his ordination. It is not given to many men 
to be ordained by their earthly father’s hands, 


but he felt the hands of his earthly father 
upon his head at his ordination, and that 
father had said to him: “‘Acquire the language 
of the people to whom you go, reduce it to 
writing, translate the Scriptures’’; and in this 
he heard the voice of God as well as of his 
earthly father. And he went out and took up 
his work in this way: He got the children of 
the island together and had them say numbers 
over to him—one, two, three, four—and by 
degrees learned their numbers ; then he would 
run a little and ask them what that meant; 
walk, sit down, stand, and ask what each 
meant; touch a tree and ask what that meant ; 
and so on in such ways he began to acquire the 
vocabulary of his people. But think of the im- 
mense distance between that beginning, with 
a little limited vocabulary sufficient for their 
simple customs, and the putting into the lan- 
guage the eternal message of God in the New 
and Old Testaments. Five years from that time 
he completed the translation of the Gospel of 
Matthew, and he sent it to Honolulu by a 
native, who was gone eighteen months, and 
when he came back he brought some hymns, 
but not the translation, and the poor little 
school-children were discouraged beyond mea- 
sure. 

The same Morning Star, however, that 
brought the native who forgot to bring the 
printed gospel, was supposed to bring a print- 
ing press; but when they unpacked there was 
the type and the rollers and the cases, but no 
press; and then Dr. Bingham himself was al- 
most discouraged. He rowed out to the ship 
and asked the captain to search again, but they 
could not findit. The captain said, however, 
that they would seek it again through and 
through the ship the next day, and if they 
found it they would run up the Stars and 
Stripes as a signal. And after school was 
over the next day he looked out and saw the 
Stars and Stripes floating there, and they soon 
got their printing press ashore. Then no one 
knew how to use it. But it is strange how 
the providence of God works. After the 
Morning Star left the harbor there came into 
the lagoon a dozen sailors in a rowboat, ship- 
wrecked some thousand miles away, who had 
lost their vessel and rowed until they came to 
this, the first possible anchorage; and it turned 
out that one of these men was a printer by 
trade, and he was willing to stay behind and 
set up the press and put that gospel into 
printed form; and that is the story of the 


first Gospel in the language of the Gilbert 
Islanders. , 
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After that he kept at work till the New 
Testament was completed, and that was 
printed by the Hawaiian Board on VNgoy all dR 
1873. On April 11, 1890, he had completed 
the translation of the Old Testament, and on 
April 11, 1893, in the Old Bible House at 
Astor Place, there was a little service held at 
which Dr. Bingham and his wife and others 
were present, the Secretary of the American 
Board and of the American Home Missionary 
Society among them. They went up into the 
composing room and had a word of prayer, 
and then they set up the last verse of the Book 
of Revelation, and Dr. 
Bingham read it and 
it was taken down to 
the pressroom, and 
soon there was issued 
the last signature, as 
they call it, of the 
first complete edition 
of the Bible in the Gil- 
bert Islands tongue; 
and with tears in his 
eyes, after thirty-four 
years of labor, Drs 
Bingham saw there 
completed the whole 
story of Revelation in 
printed form from 
stereotype plates for 
his Islanders,-and I 
have here a copy of 
that first edition which 
was blessed with his 
presence and tears and 
service. Not content 
with that, he kept 
going over and over 
it till we have had 
from him corrections 
for eight editions, and 
the last message I had 
from him was an in- 
vitation to visit him in 
the hospital and talk 
with him about the 
corrections for the ninth edition, which he has 
placed in our hands, together with funds for 
the modifying of the plates. 

That is the story of fifty years of labor, and 
I sometimes think that God wishes to prove 
that it is by the weak things he conquers. 
Dr. Bingham was troubled with his eyes even 
from his college days, and all through these 


fifty years had to struggle with this difficulty ;. 
yet after he 


was fifty-two he began to learn 
the Hebrew language all over again, in order 
that he might translate the Old Testament 
from the original into the tongue of his Island- 
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ers, a service of patience like to the service 
of the little insects that built the islands which 
were his home. The last message we had in 
the BrsLE Society REcorD from Dr. Bingham 
was a tribute to his wife. We were getting 
out a woman’s number, and he wrote for us 
a tribute to her who had, he said, read every 
one of the 13,000 and more verses of the Scrip- 
tures and the 120,000 tiny punctuation points, 
and gone over them with him three times, 
and who had been his inspirer to take up and 
go on with this work. 

Now [ know that the Gospel is something 
other than the Gos- 
pels, that the Gospel 
is something different 
from the literary form; 
but Dr. Bingham not 
only put the Gospels 
into literary form, 
he lived them out in 
his life, and his rea- 
son for putting them 
into literary form was 
that the people might 
have their good news 
as their own. I have 
read somewhere that 
when he once went 
out on a ship near a 
group of islands that 
he could not reach 
because there was no 
harbor, a man came 
out in a canoe, and in 
his youthful spirits 
Dr. Bingham threw 
out to him:a file, a 
jewsharp, and a 
piece of paper on 
which he had written 
a letter; the file sank 
and the man lost the 
jewsharp in diving 
after it, and came up 
without it, but he 
held on to the damp 
paper—and that paper had written on it: 
“Dear Friend—Glad tidings 1 come to tell 
you. God so loved the world that he gave 
his only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should have everlasting life.”’ 
And so the man received the message and the 
island world has received the message through 
this hero’s labors ; and if material things 
should be lost, this blessed message is still 
the gift of this man to thirty thousand peo- 
ple, who received it from him and have through 
it been led into the ways of righteousness. 
Who can estimate the value of such a life!

And what book have they in their hands but the Christ- 
mas Book, the book of the songs of the redeemed! 
And one sings 

‘‘My soul doth magnify the Lord.”’ 


And another sings 


‘“Blessed be the Lord the God of Israel, for he hath 
visited and wrought redemption for his people.’’ 


And another sings 


““Make ye ready the way of the Lord. 
And all flesh shall see the salvation of God.’’ 


‘ 


And then a multitude, a great multitude, ““and as the 
voice of many waters, and as the voice of many thun- 
ders,’’ break forth, singing 


““Hallelujah! for the Lord our God, the Almighty, 
reigneth. Let us rejoice and be exceeding glad, and 
let us give the glory unto him.”’ 


What voiceless regions those must be where these heav- 
enly songs are never sung. There are such regions, 
where they know not even the words of this celestial 
music. Thank God they are fewer than they were. And 
all about the world to-day are those who go to peoples 
of every tribe and tongue, passing from hand to hand 
the words of this glad chorus that all may become sing- 
ing souls and join with “‘every created thing,” saying, 


“Unto him that sitteth on the throne and unto the 
Lamb be the blessing, and the honor, aud the glory, 
and the dominion for ever and ever.”’ 


Have you ever thought of our great work as essential 
to the task of setting the joybells ringing for the uni- 
versal Christmas? What else is it? 

Where save in the Gospels are these messages of 
brotherhood and love? And here, too, are revealed 
not the words alone, but the life that makes this brother- 
hood possible, through the redeeming power of Jesus 
Christ our Lord. It might be that this matchless story 
could be treasured-up in human hearts and passed from 
human lips to each and every soul from generation unto 
generation without a word even being written or printed 
for the eyes of men. We can imagine such a concentra- 
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tion of human effort upon such a task, and it would be worthy of it were there no other way. 
But there is this other way, and so infinite are its possibilities that the statement is cor- 
rect that this work of ours, of ministering by the printed page, through the eye, to the reason 
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the Christmas Book 


and the heart and the will, is essential to the preparation for the universal Christmas joy. 
We shall always recognize as chief the ministry of the living soul, but we are persuaded that 
few realize the power of the ministry of the Holy Bible. Our records abound in incidents 
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revealing this mysterious influence of the Sacred Scrip- 
tures. The Holy Spirit apparently loves through these 
Scriptures to work the awakening and comforting and 
training of souls for the songs of Heaven. 

During one of his long mountain trips in Mexico Colpor- 
teur Moreno found an Indian eighty years old, to whom 
he offered a Bible. The old man at once brought out a 
well-worn book which he had bought of Moreno thirteen 
years ago, and said: “Listen, sefior. If I hadnot chanced 
to buy that Bible of you so long ago, I would not be here 
now. I was a worthless drunkard, and would surely 
have died in my sins; but I have followed its counsels, 
and God has given me life.’”’ He had learned the song. 

A village deep in the mountains of Whang Hai province 
in Korea had the seed of the Word carried to them by a 
lad of sixteen. The whole village of thirty souls gath- 
ered around this mysterious Book, not to be known by the 
natural man, but only as revealed by the Spirit of God. 
Twenty more from the surrounding hills soon heard the 
news and gathered with them to pore over this wondrous 
story. Not content with studying it all day Sunday and 
in the evenings, the noon hour was also utilized to study 
its contents. Anyone passing into these highlands would 
find a group of farmers working in their fields, not dron- 
ing the weird songs of the Korean Gentile, but doing 
their work to the joyful songs of Zion. 

Is it any wonder that a Christian Church was later 
organized there? More than three-quarters of the sta- 
tions of one of the Korean missions, according to its 
representatives in this country at the first convention 
of the Young People’s Missionary Movement, sprung 
out of this scattering of the Scriptures. These congre- 
gations sing the Christmas anthems. 

In Turkey, since the year 1864, this Society alone has 
circulated 2,590,396 volumes of the Scriptures. The 
elder sister Society in Great Britain has circulated 
millions more. Can anyone fail to see the signs of 
this work and that of the accompanying Christian mis- 
sions when a spirit like that of Christmas brotherhood 
and love turns Turks and Armenians, Mohammedans 
and Jews and Christians into a rejoicing people, and 
brings to that old capital on the Bosphorus a vision 

en on the field of the shepherds in Bethlehem. 
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How the Work Goes in Siam 


HE Rev. W. M. Cameron is busily push- 

ing the work in Siam, in the absence of 

Mr. Carrington, at present in the United States 
on furlough. Ina recent letter he writes: 


One of our colporteurs died suddenly last 
week. He came to see me on Monday and 
was dead on Wednesday. He was an old 
man and had not 
been able to do 
much for some 
time. His name 
was Kheyng. 

One of our house- 
boats, the smaller 
one of the two, 
which has been 
laid up for years, I 
have launched and 
brought into use. 

The Presbyterian 
Mission is holding 
its annual meetings 
and the schools 
are closed for a 
couple of weeks, 
so I am making 
use of the son of 
one of our colpor- 
teurs(Tong Yong), 
who is a bright 
young man, know- 
ing English and 
Siamese well. He goes out with me and 
helps in selling, but especially in talking 
to the many respectable Siamese who visit 
our boat. Both Mrs. Cameron and the two 
boys have gone, and they have helped 
greatly. The people are delighted with the 
boys, and Willie (aged nearly nine) sells quite 
a few books in this way. We have during 
the past week worked both banks of this 
great river for several miles, as well as three 


of the Alongs (canals). Iiam sure this is 
good work, and I am glad to think that the 
books have thus been left in many out-of-the- 
way homes. 

One Siamese, after some talk, asked for 
the address of some foreigner who could ex- 
plain more clearly in Siamese the things I 
had been treating of through Tong Yong’s

son. We referred him to one of the mission- 
aries. A priest who had been asking ques- 
tions for a time, on hearing an illustration 
used—that the Siamese in taking up our 
western civilization were taking the shell 
merely, replied that were they to get the 
“heart”? of it Buddhism would be useless. 
We spoke of the new temples and the new 
priesthood, and they listened respectfully. 
This boat work will continue for a time. 


Glimpses of Contributors to the Endowment Fund 


WRITER of stories understands the 

worth of an incident so commonplace 
as the arrival of the postman, and uses it to 
stir flagging interest. The quality of couriers 
from afar is given by the post-office imprint 
to the plainly enveloped letters. Within the 
envelopes a crisis may hide among the written 
words. At the very least, the story-teller’s 
description gains new freshness from the 


points of character revealed by writing these 
letters. 

The letters which come to the Bible House, 
relating to the Mrs. Russell Sage Endowment 
Fund, by revealing personal characteristics of 
the writers, bring near to us many friends 
hitherto unknown. These letters come from 
humble homes and feeble hands; from houses 
of wealth; from university halls; from sturdy 
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workers for Christ everywhere. They come 
to cheer our hearts also by the self-revela- 
tion which the writers unconsciously make in 
sending their gifts. 

Here is a letter from a man who has served 
bravely on the battlefield. How do we know 
it? Because of the brave front he shows toa 
world which flouts his advancing years. 

What he writes is this: 


““Wish I could respond with a thousand 
dollars, but can only send a single one, and 
find it hard to do even that. Am an old sol- 
dier, for the last year out of business, and find 
that the people all want young blood for any 
work nowadays.”’ 


Does any one of our friends want a new il- 
lustration of the saying, “Cast thy bread 
upon the waters and thou shall find me ENMIeK 
many days.’’ Here is such an illustration 
from Mexico, where the Bible Society has been 
working sixty years, with a regularly organ- 
ized agency half that time: 


“The annual Thanksgiving Day services of 
the Spanish-speaking Evangelical Church in 
the City of Mexico were held on Thursday, 
November12th. The Ministerial Association 
decided that the collections at the union meet- 
ings, both morning and evening, should go to 
the American Bible Society for the Mrs. Rus- 
sell Sage Endowment Fund. A large propor- 
tion of the attendants at these services were 
of the humbler class, and a great many of 
them were without shoes, but they showed 
their sympathy by the amount contributed, 
which was about eighty desos (Mexican silver 
dollars).”’ 


Here is one of our New Jersey life mem- 
bers who has both common sense and good- 
will. We wish that the last sentence of his 
letter could be used as a motto by ten thou- 
sand wealthy friends: 


“Your appeal to life members came yester- 
day, and in response I enclose you my check 
for $10, contribution to the Mrs. Russell Sage 
Fund. Ten dollars is pérhaps more than I 
ought to send. But other causes can be helped 
at any time; what is done for this one must 


be done quickly.” 


From Kentucky comes to us a letter which 
shows its writer to be both consecrated and 
generous—one of those beloved of God, who 
loves acheerful giver. What this lady says is: 


“Pnclosed you will find my check for $100 
I have twice 
been made a member of the Bible Society and 
I contribute regularly to it through our church 
and other channels, but I am always glad when 
I can do more.”’ 
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There are four letters on the desk which 
bring one dollar only, in each, for the Endow- 
ment Fund, and yet they bring much more. 
From these letters one feels that, besides the 
check, we have received the warm love and 
hearty prayers of the giver. One is stirred 
to willingness to endure on reading the hint 
of long suffering; one is glad on seeing how 
faith makes the writer strong, and as to the 
good-will which is. tendered by the man who 
is able to speak from experience of what the 
Bible Society is doing in Africa, it makes us 
feel that we have far more than a dollar 
given to this cause. Read carefully these 
letters: 


One of the letters is from Illinois: “I 
would gladly give you a thousand dollars, but 
can now give only one and my prayers.” 


Another is from North Carolina: “I am a 
crippled man and have been for more than 
twenty-three years, but I send you one dollar 
to be used for the salvation of souls according 
to the best judgment of the Society. Wish I 
could send more.” 


Then a man in Ohio says: © Enclosed find 
check for one dollar toward the permanent 
Endowment. Sorry I cannot give or promise 
any more at present, as I am entirely out of 
employment. I sincerely hope you may be 
successful in your effort. If not let this go 
to the current expense account.” 


A veteran from West Virginia says: “I am 
at present without a charge, having recently 
returned from Africa. It gives me pleasure, 
however, to enclose a dollar as a personal 
mite, with the prayer that your purpose be 
more than fulfilled; for I well know the value - 
of the work your Society is doing in various 
parts of the world.” 


In the year 1866, at the celebration of the 


Fiftieth Anniversary of the Bible Society, it 


was stated that plates for the Hawaiian Bible 
were in process of manufacture. The dis- 
tance which has been traversed by the Hawai- 
jan Islands since 1866 is recalled by the next 
letter, dated at Honolulu, which says: 


“Tt being my desire to aid in the popular 
subscription for securing the Mrs. Russell 
Sage Fund, of which we have heard through 
the September number of the Recorp, I 
enclose a post-ofhce money order for $25, 
which I send as my gift for that purpose.” 


It is always interesting to see a man work 
out a logical conclusion and then shape his 
course by it. Surely this letter from Wis- 
consin gives us more than a glimpse of the 
character of the writer: 


“J am glad that you take so much interest 
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in Mrs. Russell Sage’s effort to aid the Bible 
cause and the American Bible Society. . . . 
She wants us—the Society—to work too, and 
I think that if she—one person—is willing to 
give $500,000, it is little, yes, very little for 
us all to make up as much as one person does. 
Our Lord is a noble giver and we ought to 
follow him. This we leave to you.” (In 
this letter the writer’s pledge was enclosed 
to pay the Bible Society for the Endowment 
Fund $500.) 


Another letter gives us a glimpse of one 
of those pastor’s wives who do quite as much 
pastoral work as the, recognized incumbent. 
It is a cheery message that she sends from 
New Jersey out of the midst of trouble: 


“T shall speak to my husband about it as 
soon as I can. He is just now quarantined 
with a sick little boy. We hope to do some- 
thing to help in this grand effort. We can- 
not let it pass. We have been under a good 
deal of expense for our own church this fall, 
but I know we can do something for this too.”’ 


A lady in New York State regards her 
offering as like a drop in the bucket, but 
when we reflect on her letter we seem to be 
sure that this drop is really a big one. The 
giver is near of kin to that woman of whom 
our Saviour said, ‘““She hath given more than 
they all’’: 


“Last Spring I found that my trustee had 
made away with my entire fortune, so that 
I have very little on which to support my 
daughter and myself. I send $5. As every 
drop helps fill the bucket, I hope that my small 
contribution may be of some assistance.’’ 


Surely the writing of these letters makes 
us all feel better acquainted with the good 
and generous people who wrote them. One 
of the letters from New Jersey, written on 
black edged paper, dimly reveals a sore heart 
which has prompted a willing gift: 


“T enclose my check for $50 toward the 
Endowment Fund, believing it is what my 
husband would wish me to do were he living.” 


_ Now and then the mail brings in a pledge 
for $1,000—sometimes from New York, some- 
times from Pennsylvania, sometimes from 
Massachusetts, and so on—but it is not every 
letter that gives as clear cut and positive 
reason for the subscription as one from Michi- 
gan: 


“The sending forth of the Bible all over 
the world—what the Bible Society has been 
doing in the past and is doing to-day, is in 
reality the foundation of all missionary work. 
We are not rich, my wife and I, but we will 
give to that noble cause $100.” 
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We must pause for the present in this plea- 
sant task of drawing letters haphazard from 
the great pile contained in our files, and all 
referring to the offer of Mrs. RussellSage. We 
cannot publish the names ef those who have 
subscribed, nor can we even announce to-day 
the exact total of subscriptions, but we can 
make known to our friends all over the land 
the qualities of some of those who give. Let 
those who have given to this object be glad 
that they are in good company, and let those 
who have not yet given remember that the 
time is short and what is to be given to this 
object must be given quickly. 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE stated meeting of the Board of Man- 
agers was held at the Bible House, 
Thursday, November 5, 1908, at 3 o’clock ~ 
p. m., Vice-President Elbert A. Brinckerhoff 
and, subsequently, Vice-President Theophilus 
A. Brouwer, in the chair. 

The Rev. Charles M. Southgate, Superin- 
tendent of the Massachusetts Bible Society, 
read a portion of the Scripture and offered 
prayer. 

Vice-President Theophilus A. Brouwer an- 
nounced the death of President Daniel Coit 
Gilman, of Dr. Henry D. Nicoll, member of 
the Board of Managers, and of the Rev. Hiram 
Bingham, D.D., a missionary who has long 
served the Bible Society in connection with 


‘the versions of the Micronesian Islands. 


Secretary Haven presented a minute on the 
death of President Gilman, which was adopted 
by a rising vote. 

It was resolved that during the temporary 
absence or inability of the Treasurer, either 
of the Corresponding Secretaries or the Re- 
cording Secretary be authorized to sign checks 
and drafts for the Society. 

The Committee on Publication was author- 
ized to issue a revised price-list of the books 
of the Society. 

The Committee on the Mrs. Russell Sage En- 
dowment Fund presented a report of its pro- 
ceedings and its progress. Its decision to — 


December, 1908 
meet every week was BDREO VRE: Messrs. 
Frederic M. Turner and Ezra B. Tuttle were 
appointed members of this committee to fill 
vacancies caused by the death of George B. 
Sterry and Henry D. Nicoll. 

The resignation of the Rev. Pedro Rioseco, 
Agent for the Cuba Agency, was accepted. 

The Rey. W. F. Jordan was appointed Agent 
of the American Bible Society in Cuba. 

On request of the Delaware County (Ohio) 
Bible Society, it was restored to the list of 
Auxiliary Bible Societies. 

The Secretaries were authorized to select 
two delegates, besides themselves, to the 
eonference of Foreign Mission Boards to be 
held in January. 

A request was received that the Bible So- 
ciety send nine delegates to the World’s Mis- 
sion Conference to be held in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, in June, 1910. 

The Secretaries reported consignments of 
Scriptures to Foreign Agencies during the 
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The issues from the Bible House for the 
month of October were 73,293 volumes.
